of the articles which of Inte years have 
gone far to lond many a stenmer from 
this ; though to a merchant of the old 
school it would have appeared some- 
thing like insanity to have predicted 
the possibility of his successors deal- 
ing in them. But the cheapening of 
money and of carriage has made many 
trananetions not ouly possible but pre- 
filnble during the last ten years; and 
it is not at all improbable that a con- 
tinganoe of cheap facilities will still 
further increase trade in what are called 
outside articler. It is tot likely, un- 
fortunately, that our exports will be 
augmonted by any produols at all ap. 
pronching the proportions of the Indian 
whent trade; but by a further opening 
of China, many articles may be found 
whioh would awell the export commerce, 
to the benefit of fo ners and natives, 
Tt would be certain in any other coun. 
try but China that the advantages 
which the people receive from the 
demand for many of the artioles which 
foreigners have beon purohnsing of Inte 
yenrs; and that wero not enquired for 
previous to that term, would make 
the officials willing to throw open the 
intorior trade, ‘The pensantry must ap. 
preciato the increased value which they 
have lately beon obtaining for many ar- 
tioles that probably had uo value before, 
or only a small one, ‘Lhe popul 
tion of those districis the north 
whore atrawbraid is made, and others 
nearer at hand where strawhals are 
pluited, must have found their ciroum. 
stanioes grontly improved by the demand 
for their productions, These will be 
appreciated at home for their cheap. 
ness if for no other quality, and, pro- 
vided the untive dealers are ouly honest 
in their transactions with foreiguers, 
we should think this trade capable of 
great development, Indeed the trade 
in various articles made cf straw seoms 
to be tnking new directions, for we 
notice in the manifest of a vessel which 
oleared from this lately that a number 
of atraw bags and straw slippers formed 
part of her cargo for London, 
Improved communication with the 
interior and with the provinces to the 
West might inorense the export of 
portantarticles, Sheep's wool 
eady shipped to some extent, but 
there are immense quantities in Kansa 
and Sheusi that do not reach os, becanse 
the carriage is too expensive. One of the 
few things which foreigners have been 
able to approve in the career of Tso 
‘Peung-Vfang in recent timer, was the at- 
tempt whioh he made some three or four 
years ago to establish woollen factories 
at Lan-ohon Fu, and though his enter- 
prize were unsuccessful the flocks aud 
fleeces are still there, And if the 
latter could only be brought to market 
here our exports of wool would soon 
assume good proportions. Hemp, aud 
other fibres, are we should think ote 
taiuable from the Western and middle 
provinces, aud in some of their grasses 
it is by no moans improbable that a 
considerable business may be doue,

be found that the introduction of rail- 
ways, leading as these would do to im- 
proved road and water communications, 
would diffuse prosperity more generally 
throughout the provinees, by providing 
new markets for produce which the 
peasantry generally could furnieb, than 
by the opening of mines, Parts of the 
Empire where thoreare insufficient elds 
of minernla to make working them pro- 
fitable, have their agricultural, pastoral, 

Justrial, and other resources, the dis- 
mination of which would add to the 
wellbeing of the Empire, aud are almost 
certain to afford menns of incrensing 
foreign commerce, When a new aud 
liberal policy lins boon adopted in China, 
it may be that the couutry will provide 
materials for a foreign trade in which 
somo of the articles that have only been 
exported of Inte years may be vastly 

‘ereused, and othere, which have nob 
yet figured in the Customs Returns, 
may be added, which will enhance the 
wealth of the uation and those who

Rightly 
considered, the Mixed Court 
most important instituti 
hi, It is the only tribunal through 
which foreigner, having a dispute 
with n Chinese, can apply for redress, 
and the issues which depend upon its 
just and able administration are often 
extremoly grave, It would bo interost- 
ing to know the averago amount, in 
tnols, of the moneys which form the 
basis of summonses before this Court 
in the course of a year, Without 
venturing upon an estimate, we may 
anfoly say that the sum would prove w 
startling one; and when we consider 
the very serious aud constant risks that 
foreign merchants incur in their deal- 
ings with compradores and traders, wo 
may woll be alarmed at the utter hope- 
lossniess of attempting to make recovery, 
in cases where the defendant is a rich 
man, as long ns the present Aoting 
Magiatrato is kopt in office.

Suoh is 
a fair sample of Mr, Huavg’s judicial 
wisdom and impartiality ; aud whether 
such exhibitions arise from sheer in. 
compotence, or from unblushing want 
of principle, they aro sufficient to prove 
the mau’s gross unfitness for his post, 
Another point may be referred to in 
the samo connection, For a consider. 
able time, when, after long clinfforing, 
tho Assessor has managed to ensure 
the delivery of a decision, the mnagis. 
trate declined to pat his judgments 
into writing. At Inst he was forced to 
sicld; but, with that strange mixture 
vf stupidity and cunning which char. 
nolerises the semi ilised, he has, on 
several occasions, sent ina written jadg- 
ment differ toto cwlo from the one 
delivered vivd voce in Oourt. This clumsy 
allempt to outwit a man 80 convorsant 
with Chinese as the British Assossor 
has of course failed in every instance ; 
but it shows, again, the ulter uusora- 
pulonsness and perfidy of the Tao-t*ai’s 
delegate. Add to all this tho virtual 
impossibility of getting any satisfaction 
from nppoal, and it will be clear, wo 
think, that the present stato of the 
Mixed Court, as far as the Chinese 
element is concorned, is disastrous to a 
degree.

Waite the touour of the telegraphic 
advices reovived by us from Peking hns 
beon for some time consistently pacific, 
‘a movement is on foot elaewhere of a 
directly opposite tendenoy. There need, 
wo think, be no longer any mystery 
made of the plain fact that a descent 
by the Chinese on the blockaded const 
of Formosa has been devided on, and 
that the attacking fleet will shortly 
leave for the South, With regard to 
the immediate destination of the ships, 
and their action before making straight 
for Tamsui and Keelung, we shall, for 
obvious reasons, be silent, though full 
partioulars Lave been placed in our pose 
session, It is sufficient to say that five 
men-of-war from the Nauking equadrou, 
and soven from the floet of the Pei-yang, 
have been detailed for this desperate 
service, Twenty-four Germans have 
been engaged, one guuner and one 
engineer being apportioned to each 
ship, the whole to be under the dirootion 
of a German commander subject to.the 
authority of Admiral Wu, We hear 
that the pay of the Germans engaged 
for the projected operations in the 
South is ‘Ts. 150 per month for each 
guuner, aud Tls, 250 for each engineer, 
Compensation to the family of any 
man killed daring an engagoment is 
fixed, wo believe, at Tis.

not informed whether this Bill is what 
we should call in England a Govern- 
meint measure, or owes its existence to 
some private member. But the recent 
elootion of a Demooratic President, who 
and whose party aro supposed to be 
uufayourable to the maintenance of a 
rigid protective system, has promptly 
Drought the silver coinage question 
into prominence. Silver declined }th 
per ounce in London on Friday, 
because of the uncertainty as to 
what would be done in America with 
the Bland Act, and, in sympathy 
with thie fall, exchange in India and 
hore immediately became lower. It is 
almost certain that these downward 














movements will coutinue, unless it is| 


goon apparent that there will be no 








interference with the present Silver 
Coinage Act in the United States, And 
this we should say is improbable, Al» 
thoagh a repeal of that Act would 
infliot losses on importers in Chit 
and others who have i 
charge at home, it is not d 
what we must regard as 
should be warded off to maintain an 
artificial value of silver. It would 
ultimately benefit trade that the Act 
should be repealed, and silver left 
to find its true value like any other 
commodity. In their own interests the 
United States are sure to legislate on 
the silver question so as to do the least 
harm to every oue. But, as Congress, 
when it does repeal the Act, ir, we should 
say, certain to have no more to do with 
measures for maintaining the price of 
silver, we cannot doubt that the first 
effect of the repent will be to lower the 
value of money all over the Enst. ‘That 
should decrease the production of silver, 
by rendering many of the miues unpro- 
fitable, and restore some of the value 
which the metal will have lost in 
the first instance. Then, again, bankers 
and others dealing with the Exst will 
place more confidence in the stability 
of exchange than they have had while 
the Bland Act might be repented any 
year, and this also will tend to raise 
Ube value of silver. Again, a stendy 
exobange in the Enst will induce Euro- 
poan investors to look with more favour 
on India and Ohina seourities, and this 
will still farthor increase the consump. 
tion of silver, ‘Tho range of the valae 
of the tae! and rupee will be lower, but 
that does not matter to merobants so 
long as the exchanges may be trusted 
not to collapse ne they did eight or 
nine years ago, No trustworthy esti+ 
mate of the effect of the repeal can bo 
formed at present, It will probably 
not be ao great as some have anticipated, 
ag part, at lenst, of the decline in the 
value of silver lias no doubt been dis- 
counted by baukers, Besides, it is not 
at all cert that the Act will be 
repealed this year or the next, and 
when Congress does deal with it there 
are measures which might be simul: 
taneously adopted with beuefit to the 
silver market. For instance, according 
to the Economist there were eleven 
millions sterling worth of one and two 
dollar notes in circulation in the United 
States in 1883, and these might be 
withdrawn and silver coins employed 
in their stead. ‘This would absorb a 
good deal of the coin held at present, 
and would promote the use of silver 
money by proper means. 

















































THE ROYAL ASIATIC SOCIETY. 


‘Tae position of the Chinn Branch of 
the Royal Asiatic Society caunot, we 
should think, be very satisfactory to 
the members of it. In one way, it is 
true, the Society is showing unwonted 
signs of activity. Scarcely a week 
passes without a meeting ; and whatever 
this may prove, it certainly proves that 
the President has a liberal supply of 








papers. Butin all other respects there 
is but little cause for congratulation. 
‘The papers that have been rend during 
the past few weeks cannot, by the ut- 
most stretoh of leniency, be ‘called 
interesting or attractive; and we fear 
that among some prolific writers thero- 
a tendency to fuvour the Society 
with their saperflaous lumber rather 
than with their best work, This, how- 
ever, cuts both ways. The andienove 
at the Society’s meetings fluctuate in 
vambers from about three to twelve} 
and no man who places a proper value 
upon his researches and his compositions 
can be expeoted to writo a really valu. 
Je and attractive paper in order that 
it may be rend before a sleepy handful 
of persons and consigned to the limbo 
of a littlearead compilation a year or 
eighteen months afterwards, Nor, on 
the other hand, will there be very much 
prospect of attracting larger aud more 
interested audiences as long as the 
papers read before them are of 8o dry, 
and in some instances frivolous, anne 
tare, Whut is wanted, therefore, is 
what is called in an expressive Amerioan 
phrase a new departure, We do not 
propose to elaborate a scheme; but we 
may be permitted to mention a sug- 
gestion that has reached ue, which 
may serve ns the bnsis of a echeme to 
be elaborated Inter on by the collective 
wisdom of the council. We thin, then, 
Uhat an occasional soirée in the form of 
8 conversazioue would do much towards 
popalarising the institution, ‘There is 
8 fine museum upstairs, which is seldom 
if ever visited; a fine library downs 
ataira, the books of which aro seldom if 
ever touched. A bright and interesting 
paper, not to exceed half-an-hour in 
delivery, should be prepared, to form, 
so to spenk, the raison d'étre of the 
gathering, and free discussion ons 
conraged ; and, in order to ensure wakes 
falness, aud impart an air of something 
like festivity to the proceedings, such 
light refreshmonts might be provided as 
are customary nt lodge-meetings at the 
Masonic Hall, There is not the slightest 
reason, that we oan see, why the 
eéances of the Royal Asiatic Sooiety 
should not bo rendered sufficiently 
ngreenble to attract Indies. The tedious 
and prosy manner in which Chinese 
topics are handled, aud the general 
abstraseness and dryness of the topics 
themselver, have had the effect of pro- 
duving a firm and almost unalterable 
conviction in the minds. of ninety-nine 
people out of a hundred that all Chinese 
topics are abstruse and ary, and that 
they cnn only be handled tediously and 
prosily. ‘This, of course, is a very grave 
mistake, aud virtually debars many por 
sons from interesting themselves in a 
most enlertniving and instraotivo stndy. 
The Royal Asiatic Society is the public 
representative of scholarship in Sha 
Lai, and it devolves upon it, therefore, to 
do all in its power to make scholarship 
and research attractive to the public. 
This is a responsibility which, we 
humbly think, bas not been sufficiently 
reoognised ; and the result bas been 
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that ils gatherings are deserted, and 
that a mesting of the Royal Asiativ 
Society hns become proverbial for every- 
thing that is somuiferous, and heavy, 
and uninteresting. The duty to reform 
all this is one which the Society owes 
to the public, to those who contribute 
papors, aud to itself ; and we trust that 
the suggestion we now venture to put 
forward will not be entirely overlooked 
by those to whose lands the interests 
of the Society are committed,

Li became mixed 
up with an insurrectionary movement, 
greatly to the distress and anxiety 
of his young wife, who did all in her 
power to dissunde Lim from his evil 

actices. In spite, Lowever, of her 
‘opented protests,” Li persevered, antil 















he sas captured by tho authorities and 
put to death in accordance with 
tho Iawa of the country, Tho wife 


seems to have been kept in custody, 
and, apparently, tortured—for wo know 
what “oross-questioning” means in 
China—in ordor to force her to ackuow- 
ledge hor complicity with the couspira- 
tors, Nothing, however, has boen able 
to shake her statements, which are to 
the effect wo linvo nlrendy summarised ; 
nor is there the slightest particle of ovi- 
donce against her, But sho is neverthe- 
Jess amenable to tho stringent law that 
“the wives and daughters of criminals 
guilty of treasonable and seditious acts 
shall be given as slaves to the officers 
or soldiers of one of the provincial 
garrisons ;” and, to quote the Memorial 
in which this disgracefal busiuess is 
detailed, “os the woman bas been 
found not to have been associated in the 
seditious schemes of Ler husband, or to 
linve aided and abetted him in their 
exeoution, the Memorialist proposes to 
deal with her in the manner presoribed 
in the Inw nbove quoted.” to 
say, because the womau is proved to the 
satisfaction of her own authorities to 
have beon entirely innocent, she ia to be 
rewarded hy being mnde over to some 
brutal soldier as bis “slave.” If the 
mawkish palaver of this most benevo- 
Jont and paterual Government meant 
anything at all, and if human feelings 
liad any place whatever in the methods 
of the Manchus in dealing with their 
Chinese subjects, we should have 
peoted, rather, that the Memori 
would have implored the Imperial re- 
cognition of the woman's loyally to her

newspapers did the same, and ardently 
supported the Democratic candidate 
avowedly on thesame ground. Repubs 
ficans who have acted in this manner 
have been denominated “ boltere,” 
and “kickers,” and have frankly 
accepted either of these designations 
and willingly applied it to themselves, 
as correctly describing their cours 
action in regard to this election, ‘he 
result of this hns been to add so much 
strength to the Democratic cause that 
the election of Mr, Cleveland has been 
carried by a large majority. 

It is worth while to consider what 
moral can be drawn from this very 
striking national episode, in regard to

It 
said that early in life, Lit Tei was 
animated by ambition, and longed to 
distinguish himself in. the affairs of 
State. In this he was opposed by the 
wise counsels of a ‘Taoist philosopher, 












































wlio expatinted to him on tho vanity of 
earthly things. It was not, however, 
until a very remarkable dream ocour- 
red to him that he was induced to give 
up his design, Butering an inn, one 
evening, be ordered some rice for his 
supper, aud, while it was being covked, 
fell asleep, Immedintely he commenced 
a-long and adventurous career. He 
thought be rose bigh in office, passin 
through all the proper grades, unti 
when at the pinnacle of greatuess, be 
incurred tho Imperial displensare, and 
was disgraced. Waking with a start, 
ho found tbat his rice was just ready ; 
and the lesson he laid to heart was that, 
for 80 uusatisfactory a career, which 
in spite of its wearisome prolongation 
really only Insted a fow minutes, it 
would be foolish to surrender the traer 
pleasures of indifferentisw. He there- 
doued his high schemes, 
heart with copious libations 
of wine, and devoted himsclf to the 
praction of whut may be called the con- 
phase of ‘Tavist philosophy.

‘THE EMPRESS'S JUBILEE, 
goin crdalisey

Residents in Poking had the opportunity 
of witnessing an oxtremely interesting cere: 
mony on the 27th instant, the day on 
which Her Imperial Majesty celebrated her 
Jubilee. For two days before the annivers 
sary the whole city was en féle, and the 
spacious streets of the Capital were enlivs 
ened by the cavalcades of the High Officials 
going to and from the Palace. ‘The ladies 
of the Court, exquisitely painted, and spark 
ling with jowels like rose leaves on a M: 
morning, might be seen passing tranquil 
in thoirsedan chairs, the silk curtains with 
drawn from the glass windows—for this 
gecasion only,~-while tho Princes of the 
Blood pranced gaily on their Mon 
steods, tho graceful tails of which swept tho 
dust which’ has beon enriched by the 
contributions of so many dynasties. Ele- 
gantly dressed coolies, looking like co 
pradores on the loose, were seen bearing 
Precious gifts of sandalwood and peacocks’ 
feathers to lay at the feet of Her August 
Majesty, and the Tribute-bearing embassies 
from the tribes beyond the borders in their 
shaggy robes of sheep-skin vied with each 
other in glorifying the Majesty of the 
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Dragon Throne. The flags of the foreign 
Logations in their wide Sunday expanse 
floated majestically from their poles during 
the26th and 27th; eventhe French Legation, 
ordinarily hung with crape like the statue 
of Strasburg in the Place de la Concorde, 
doffed her weeds, and bore aloft the stately 
folds of the Russian Eagle. A general holi- 
day was proclaimed from Chancery and 
Chapel, Cathedral and Nunnery, and the 
missionaries of every creed under Heaven, 
wonderful in the variety of the paths by 
which they all nevertheless think to travel 
thither, dressed out their youths in new 
pants and their maidens in clean pinafores 
that they might worthily assist in the novel 
ceremonies of the day.

A novel 
feature in the spectaclo was the Foreign 
Legion, formed chiefly of retired Swiss naval 
ofticers’ who are privileged to wear their 
ancient uniform, which, as all who have 
seen it on Lakes Neuchatel and Lucerne 
will be near to affirm, has a most telling 
effect. ‘* The universal Swiss of Heaven, 
as Carlyle calls them ; these providenti:

These 
interesting relics were surmounted by an 
ofigy of the redoubtable leg-bailer him- 
self, in which he was depicted with eyes 
of Hame, checks ready to explode with 
supp! courage, and the ink-stone 
and Han-lin pencil by means of which like 
Samson with his jaw-bone (Hongkong pa- 
Dera please do not copy) tha gros’ warrior 
of Foochow siew his thousands.

Almoner: a peacock’s feather to each of

Sm,—It would be superfluous to describe 
the vory salutary effect which the intro 
duction of the Waterworks has had upon
